To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Braughing  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  19 66, 

The  population  figinoes  for  the  District  have  sliovm  a small  degree 
of  variation  over  the  past  fev;  years.  The  increase  of  I30  an  I966 
as  compared  Vidth  20  in  I965  brought  the  total  population  to  10,2+4-0. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good,  with  nothing 
to  cause  comment. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  referred  to  in  last  year's  report 
made  good  progress  but  yero  not  entirely  completed  in  I966,  with  the 
exception  of  that  for  Furneux  Pelham  wliich  came  into  operation  during 
the  year.  The  tv;o  major  schemes  for  Buntingford  a.nd  the  Joint  project 
for  the  Hadhams  and  Vddford  v/ill  be  completed  in  I967. 

It  is  of  interest  to  report  a visit  made  during  the  year  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  from  a variety  of  overseas  Countries  v/ho  were  attending 
an  Environmental  Control  Course  at  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health 
and  Hygiene,  They  arrived  by  coach  for  a day's  visit  , T;ere  entertained 
to  coffee  and  biscuits  in  the  Board  Room  and  were  addressed  by  Mr, 

Howard  Carter  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  problems  in  a Rural 
District,  After  lunch  they  were  conducted  to  a model  dair^r  farm,  a water 
pULiping  station  and  anima.1  boarding  kennels  by  Mr.  Gibbs  and  returned  to 
London  in  the  evening. 

I regret  to  report  the  death  of  Mr.  E,  E.  Wateridge  v.'ho  had  been 
the  Council's  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  from  1st 
Febrinry  1939  until  his  retirement  in  July  I964.  Our  sympathy  is 
convoyed  to  lirs,  Wateridge, 
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I am  gra'tcf’ul  to  the  Public  Hec-Ltb  Comnittee,  the  Council  and 
their  Chairmen  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  Health  of  the 
District,  I wish  also  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Surveyor,  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their 
help  and  support.

The  disappointing  increase  in  the  population  of  20  in  1365  rose 
by  130  in  I966,  giving  a total  figure  of  10,2+40.  Nevertheless,  this 
can  scarcely  be  considered  a substantiod.  rise  over  the  I964  figure 
of  10,290. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  only  8 to 

3,302. 

VITiiL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  rose  by  10  from  179  "to  I89, 

giving  a live  birth  rate  of  I8.I  compared  vdth  17.3  “tNe  County 

and  17.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  v;as  1 still  birth  compared  v;ith  3 1965.  The  deaths  of 

infants  under  one  year  remained  at  3,  "the  sane  as  in  I965.  Once  aga.in 
there  Vi/ere  no  maternal  deaths.  Deaths  at  all  ages  rose  from  101  to 
121  giving  a death  rate  of  11.59  compared  with  9.1  for  the  County 
and  11.7  for  England  and  V/ales. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATHS. 

As  is  customary,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  v.'as  due  to  disease 
of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  v;hich  accounted  for  2+4  out  of  I3I 
fatalities.  Out  of  these  2+4,  29  were  due  tc  coronary  disease,  of  which 
only  5 occurred  between  the  age  of  35  end  55*  Once  again  malignancy  took 

a high  second  place  with  27  deaths,  7 of  v/hich  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 

lung.  Of  these  latter,  2 were  in  the  55-65  group,  2 in  the  65-75 
age  group  and  3 ivere  over  the  age  of  75.  There  T;ere  no  cases  of 
leukaemia.  Vascular  diseases  of  the  Central  Nervous  System  came  third  with 
11  cases  of  v\rhich  9 were  over  the  age  of  75.  There  were  11  deaths  due  to 
Pneumonia,  8 being  over  75. 

There  Virere  3 deaths  due  to  motor  accidents  and  4 other  accidental 
deaths  due  to  pneumonia  follovdng  a fractured  femur,  coronary  infarction 
following  burns,  vagal  inhibition  and  pneumonia  follovdng  a fall.  The 
deaths  in  infants  under  1 year  of  age  were  due  to  prematurity  (2) 
and  congenital  abnormalities  (l).  There  v;as  1 suicide  caused  by 
barbiturate  poisoning.

The  figures  approximate  very  closely  to  those  of  last  year  and 
amount  to  one  half  the  total  number  of  deaths. 
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ITOCTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  small,  the  largest 
number  of  cases  being  65  of  measles.  Again,  as  in  I965,  there  mere 
a few  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis,  nui  bering  6 in  all,  T!  ere  uere 
tv/o  aaspected  but  unconfirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning, 

TUBERCULOSIS, 

The  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  increased  from  57  to  60, 
with  3 cases.  One  left  the  District  and  this  \/as  balanced  by  one 
who  was  restored  to  the  register.

Fir,  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  pleasoGce  in  presenting  my  report  for  19 66. 

Good  progress  was  made  on  the  provision  of  rain  drainage  and  the 
year  saw  the  virtual  completion  of  schemes  embracing  the  parishes  of 
Aspenden,  Buckland,  Buntingford,  Restmill,  Little  Kadham  and  I-uch 
Hadham.  Cood  progress  v;as  made  v/ith  the  connection  of  private 
properties  and  the  majority  of  council  houses  had  been  connected  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Furneux  Pelham  scheme  v/as  completed  during  the  year. 

This  has  relieved  the  cesspool  emptying  scheme  to  a great  degree 
and  this  work  v;as  being  carried  out  without  any  delay  in  the  latter 
months. 


As  a result  of  the  provision  of  main  drainage,  applications 
for  improvement  grants  showed  a narked  increase  and  it  is  hoped  \/ill 
be  maintained  in  the  ye^ir  to  come. 

It  is  proposed  to  commence  a housing  survey  of  pre-war 
houses  in  196?  v;ith  a view  to  raising  housing  standards  generally. 


Public  Health  inspections  during  the  year  generally  fell  far 
short  of  vjhat  is  required,  mainly  due  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  ny 
clerical  assistant  Miss  D.  Kent,  who  has  been  away  since  March,  I aai 
indebted  to  Mrs,  A.  Whitby  for  filling  the  breach  in  a temporary  part 
time  capacity  for  2 afternoons  weekly  and  to  Ivtrs,  V.  Sterne  who  ha.s 
been  engaged  part-time  in  a temporary  capacity  until  next  March  in  the 
first  instance,  and  who  is  carrying  out  the  duties  most  efficiently. 

Water  Supnly. 

The  majority  of  the  District  is  served  by  mains  water  supplied 
by  the  Lee  Valley  l.'ater  Board.  During  the  year,  the  Board  reported 
that  237  bacteriological  and  IR  chemical  vdater  samples  were  taken  in  the 
District  and  all  were  reported  as  satisfactory, 

i\.  total  of  32  sa.mples  vrere  talcen  from  private  supplies.  Of  tliese 
18,  mainly  from  shallovir  wells,  ^vere  unsatisfactory,  - Ranedial  work  w'as 
undertaken  where  appropriate;  otherwise  householder’s  ^.Ox•e  advised  to  boil 
all  drinlcing  water.

Weekly  collections  were  carried  out  by  contract  from  some  200 
properties  where  the  householders  are  elderly  or  incapacitated  and 
i7here  the  gardens  are  too  small  for  hygienic  disposal. 

Several  nev;  names  v^ere  added  to  the  list  and  others  removed  follo'.7ing 
the  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  'il.C.'s, 

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  sevjerage  schemes  for  (i)  Aspenden,  Buckland,  Buntingford,  and 
Vifestmill,  and  (ii)  Little  Hadham  and  Much  Hadham  were  virtually  complete 
by  the  end  of  the  year  and  good  progress  was  made  with  the  connection  of 
private  and  council  houses  to  the  new  sei.crs.  The  scheme  for  Furneux 
Pelham  v/as  completed  during  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  before  too  long  schemes  can  be  initiated  for  some 
of  the  smaller  parishes  vihere  it  is  an  economic  proposition  tc  carry  out 
this  work. 

Cesspool  Emptying  Service. 

As  from  the  middle  of  April  a bonus  incentive  scheme  was  introduced 
for  this  work  with  the  result  that  output  was  increased  'considerably.  As 
a result  of  this  and  sewer  connections,  the  load  v/as  very  much  lightened 
and  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  fev;  requests  for  the  service  \:ere  being 
received. 

The  free  emptyings  in  the  recently  sewered  parishes  for  properties 
capable  of  being  sewered  are  to  be  continued  until  the  end  of  I967,  w'hile 
as  from  April  1st  all  properties  not  capable  of  being  sewered  are  to 
receive  two  free  emptyings  a year.  The  charges  for  additional  emptyings 
from  trade  premises  and  premises  capable  of  being  sew'ered  are  to  be 
increased  to  cover  rising  costs. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  service  was  introduced  and 
maintained.  This  v?as  made  possible  by  the  bonus  incentive  scheme  w'hich 
is  proving  most  successful.  Many  compliments  have  been  paid  to  the  men 
by  ratepayers  for  the  efficient  way  the  work  is  being  carried  out. 

All  tipping  takes  place  at  HadJiam  Towers,  Much  Hadlaam,  which  is 
used  jointly  by  this  Council  and  Bishop's  Stortford  Urban  District 
Council, 
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Pest  Control. 


This  v.'Ork  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  a firn  of 
contractors  at  Royston,  ’.vho  dealt  v;ith  rat  and  nice  irifestation  at 
domestic  premises. 

Thirteen  requests  v;ere  received  in  connection  vrith 
infestations  of  mice  and  96  for  the  destruction  of  rats.  Once  aga.in 
rat  infestations  v;ere  heaviest  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and 
evidence  locally  suggests  tlaat  they  are  the  TTorst  for  several  years. 

One  property  v/as  treated  for  fleas  a.nd  a serious  infestation 
of  the  lesser  house  fly  (commonly  found  in  poultry  premises)  and 
ivhich  was  .affecting  near-by  houses  was  successfully  dealt  with  after 
advice  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food, Infestation 
Division, 

Meat  and  Other  Food  Inspection. 

Once  again  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  at  the  throe 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  - at  Buntingford  (2)  and  at 
Braughing  (l).

"The  Cock"  at  Bury  Green  has  been  brought  up  to  standard.  In  four 
cases  sketch  plans  for  improvements  have  been  agreed  with  the  brewer' s 
representatives  and  further  consideration  is  being  given  in  other  cases. 
Having  regard  to  the  present  financial  difficulties,  it  is  considered 
that  fair  progress  has  been  made. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act.  19 ^3. 

There  are  four  premises  in  the  district  for  the  boarding  of 
dogs  and  cats.  These  have  been  inspected  periodically  and  were  foiind 
to  be  miaintained  in  a satisfactory  condition.
